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MAKING PUNISHMENT CERTAIN. 
The continued inability of American society 
to cope successfully with its underworld has led 
to an increasing agitation for more stern and 
severe m easures in dealing with criminals; and 
in this agitation is a dem and for laws th a t will 
send “habitual crim inals,” so-called, to prison 
for life. 
New York and 
Michigan hav e such 
laws, 
m aking a life term m endatory upon the fourth 
conv iction of a felony. Other states are consid ­ 
ering sim ilar measures; probably half a dozen 
or more legislatures will debate the subject this 
winter. 
But before such strict measures are adopted 
it 
would be a good thing for all of us to con­ 
sider the fact th a t it is often not so much the 
sev erity of 
punishm ent as the 
certainty and 
speed of punishm ent th a t acts as a deterrent. 
A w riter in The World Work points out th a t 
judges, crim inal lawyers, sociologists and prose­ 
cutors throughout the United States agree thau 
the one thing th a t encourages the underworld 
more th an anything else is the thought th a t a 
m an who breaks the law may do so with a v ery 
good chance th a t he may nev er hav e to pay the 
legal penalty. And the chief reason for this, in 
turn, lies, not in the police departm ents, but in 
th e courts. 
First of all, there are delays. In nearly all 
crim inal cases, a reasonably clev er lawyer can 
get a delay between arrest and trial of at least 
six m onths — sometimes twice or thrice th a t 
much. 
Then there is a whole host of legal tech- 
nalities, by which a m an can often be set free 
w ithout the question of his actual guilt 01 in­ 
nocence ev er being passed upon. A classic case 
is the recent acquittal of Col. Robert W. Stew art 
on a charge of perjury. Col. Stew art was freed, 
not because the jury held th a t he had not lied,, 
but simply because the Senate committee th at 
questioned him had not a quorum present. 
Such things rob sev ere penalties of their 
terror. If we are to “bear down” on the criminal, 
it m ight be wise to tighten up our legal m a­ 
chinery first. Otherwise the stiff sentences won t 
do m uch good. 


A NEEDLESS ERROR OF SPEECH. 
The M anchester < England) G uardian quotes 
Professor Daniel Jones as saying in a recent ad­ 
dress th a t there is at present “no such thing as 
standard English, nor would it be possible for 
anybody yet, ev en the Board of Education, to 
set up a standard which would be univ ersally 
adopted. 
Such a statem ent, manifestly discour­ 
aging to the gram m atical purist and ev en to the 
lov ers of simple English of good quality, no doubt 
has behind it an elem ent of truth, but when the 
correct thing 
in English is the simplest 
and 
easiest thing, why can it not be taught and be 
generally observ ed?

readily remembered, and its persistent rejection 
is inexplicable.

BUSINESS AND THE CALENDAR. 
W hether it is practicable 
from a business 
v iewpoint to rev ise and modernize the calendar 
is a question which will be considered at the 
forthcom ing annual m eeting of the Cham ber of 
Commerce of the United States. 
A committee of the Chamber has found th at 
a change is desirable. 
It has recommended thau 
the present 
calendar be 
altered so th a t

length and th a t the weeks be so fixed in relation 
to the rev ision of the year th a t the business re­ 
sults of a div ision of the year may be compared 
div ision of other years.

UAYAQUIL, Ecuador (By Mail) 
—Down here where the equator 
runs across, w’hich 
is why this 
country is called Equator in Span* 
ish, you might suppose it would be 
pretty hot. 
But as late as the De­ 
cember day when the Hoover party 
came here it was altogether com­ 
fortable. 
The heat doesn’t come 
before late J anuary or early Feb­ 
ruary. 
Sailing up the Guayas river to 
this port was too cold for some of 
the boys in tropical suits. 
But the climate is more or less 
Bteady the y ear around and Guaya­ 
quil somehow reminded your cor­ 
respondent of a big summer resort. 
In more than one respect it re­ 
sembles 
Ocean 
City, 
Md., 
Rye 
Beach. N. H., Rchoboth. Del., and 
Oak Bluffs, Mass. 
•Alligator Hunting 
It’s about 70 miles 
from 
the 
mouth of the Guayas estuary to 
Guayaquil, giving the city a piece 
of the world’s best motor boating, 
which is well utilized. 
Along this 
great river a few motorboats and 
native dugouts, a fort on one bank 
and an occasional tiny patch of 
thatched bouses are the only sign 
of human life. Sharks are plentiful 
and there’s splendid alligator hunt­ 
ing up some of the side-ereeks. 
Now and then a freighter appears 
your correspondent counted one 
British, one French and two Ecua­ 
doran in the 70 miles. 
* 
The Guayaquil waterfront would 
pass for oriental, but large, new, 
modern buildings of ornate archi­ 
tecture begin to heave into ■ sight. 


Members of the Hoover party won't 
forget the handsome Ecuadoran 
military cadets lined up beyond the 
dock, with their plumes, black and 
gold helmets, white coats and olive 
gray trousers with broad yelloW 
stripes—a sight not seen by the 
ordinary new arrival in Guayaquil. 
The British consulate looms up 
impressively along the main water­ 
front street, but the larger Amer­ 
ican consulate turns out to be 
placed strategically , for advertising 
purposes at least, at the corner .of 
the same street and Guayaquil’s 
grand boulevard. 
“ Perpetual Spring” 
One gets the impression of a sum­ 
mer resort because the boulevard 
is so smooth and up-to-date and the 
side streets so rough. 
Again be­ 
cause 
the buildings are 
mostly 
wooden framed and limited to three 
stories. 
And there are hardly any 
store windows. The stores are wide 
open all day and at night huge 
sliding doors are pulled down or 
across to cover them up. Padlocks 
are everywhere used for locks, even 
on the doors of hotel rooms in most 
instances. 
Restaurant tables 
on 
the sidewalks add to the summery 
atmosphere. 
Ecuadorans 
claim 
theirs-is a land of perpetual spring. 
No one ought to visit Guayaquil 
without goihg to see the alligator 
market. Your correspondent didn’t 
get a chance. They bring the alli­ 
gators in to sell for their skins. 
It’s 
perfectly 
safe because 
the 
snouts of the animals are firmly 
bound.

MAKING PUNISHMENT CERTAIN. 


The continued inability of American society 


to cope successfully with its underworld has led 
to an increasing agitation for more stern and 
severe measures in dealing with criminals^ and 
in this agitation is a demand for laws that will 
.send "habitual criminals," so-called, to prison 
for life. 


New York and Michigan have such laws, 


making a life term mendatory upon the fourth 
conviction of a felony. Other states are consid- 
ering similar measures; probably half a dozen 
or more legislatures will debate the subject this 
winter. 


But before such strict measures are adopted 


it would be a good thing for all of us to con- 
sider the fact that it is often not so much the 
severity of punishment as the 
certainty and 


speed of punishment that acts as a deterrent. 


•' A writer in The World Work points out that 


judges, criminal lawyers, sociologists and prose- 
cutors throughout the United States agree tha. 
tl,e one thing that encourages the underworld 
more than anything else is the thought that a 
man who breaks the law may do so with a very 
good chance that he may never have to pay the 
legal penalty. And the chief reason for this, in 
turn, lies, not in the police departments, but in 
the courts. 


First of all, there are delays. In nearly all 


.criminal cases, a reasonably -clever lawyer can 
get a delay between arrest and trial of at least 
six months'— sometimes twice or thrice that 
much. 


Then there is a whole host of legal tech- 


nalities, by which a man can often be set free 
without the question of his actual guilt or in- 
nocence ever being passed upon. A classic case 
is the recent acquittal of Col. Robert W. Stewart 
on a charge of perjury. Col. Stewart was freed, 
not because the jury held that he had not lied,, 
but simply because the Senate committee that 
questioned him had not a quorum present. 


Such things rob severe penalties of their 


terror. If we are to "bear down" on the criminal, 
it might be wise to tighten up our legal ma- 
chinery first. Otherwise the stiff sentences won't 
do much good. 


A NEEDLESS ERROE OF SPEECH. 


The Manchester (England) Guardian quotes 


Professor Daniel Jones as saying in a recent ad- 
dress that there is at present "no such thing as 
standard English, nor would it be possible for 
anybody yet, even the Board of Education, to 
set up a standard which would be universally 
adopted. Such a statement, manifestly discour- 
aging to the grammatical purist and even to the 
lovers of simple English of good quality, no doubt 
has behind it an element of truth, but when the 
correct thing in English is the simplest and 
easiest thing, why can it not be taught and be 
generally observed? This question may be most 


effectively answered, or illustrated, by reference 
to an error which is very common, especially 
in sections of the United States. 


A prominent American, a college man, has 


been quoted .as saying: "If he had done this, the 
trouble would have been ended." 
An unedu- 


-atea man habitually guilty of the same error 
would havs said: "If, he had of done this,'! etc. 
Among all solecisms, this perversion of the plu- 
perfect tense of the subjunctive mood is per- 
haps the most unaccountable, many errors of 
speech are the result of a desire for simplicity or 
of a search for a short cut, but in this case the 
simple correct form, "if he had done this," is re- 
jected in favor of the more complicated and 
cumbersome as well as incorrect form, "if he 
had have done this." 
Often it is easier to be 


incorrect than correct, but in this instance, the 
correct form is simpler, being' therefore more 
readily remembered, and its persistent rejection 
is inexplicable. 


BUSINESS AND THE CALENDAR. 


Whether it is practicable 
from a business 


viewpoint to revise and modernize the calendar 
is a question which will be considered at the 
forthcoming annual meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States. 


A committee of the Chamber has found that 


a change is desirable. It has recommended that 
the present 
calendar be altered so that 
the 


division of the year will be more uniform in 
length and that the weeks be so fixed in relation 
to the revision of the year that the business re- 
sults of a division of the year may be compared 
division of other years. In the present calendar 
accurately with the results of the corresponding 
the months are of unequal length and there is 
no uniform basis of comparison. 


It is recognized, however, that calendar re- 


form is an international affair. "In modern 
times of vast international 
commerce and 


travel," the committee says, "uniformity in cal- 
endar among the principal nations is the most 
important consideration. When the demand for 
reform in the calendar has reached such volume 
that action is to be taken, the action therefore 
should be upon the part of an 
international 


conference."

His sugar 
studies brough him the Nichols 
medal of the New York section 
of the society in, 1916,--and his 
subsequent discoveries have just 
won for him the award of the 
Willard Gibbs medal by the 
Chicago section. 


Meanwhile, his work has car- 


ried him from his first obscure 
job in the agriculture depart- 
ment's bureau of .chemistry to 
the position of chief of the di- 
vision of chemistry of the 
hy- 


gienic laboratory of the Public 
Health Service, to which he was 
appointed in November. 


Most of the studies which led 


to the Chicago ' award 
were 


made during' the preceding five 
years, while he was on the staff 
of the Bureau of 
Standards. 


These investigations had to do 
largely with analysis of the spe- 
cific arrangements

atoms 


which make each kind of sugar 
different from all other kinds, 
and led to discoveries recognized
